God’s  message  in  this  hour  is  perfect  submis¬ 
sion  and  dependence  on  Him.  He  is  preparing 
a  body  that  will  move  when  He  moves  —  and 
God  is  moving!  Amid  all  the  complexities  of 
Elim  life,  we  must  continue  to  abide  in  His 
love  and  walk  in  the  light  as  disciples  “fit  for 
the  Master’s  use”. ..that  He  might  be  glorified. 


Elim  is  a  mixture  of  unique  personalities,  ranging  from 
flower  children  to  preachers’  kids!  Chosen  by  God,  from 
thirty-two  states  and  provinces,  and  as  far  away  as  Japan 
and  Mexico,  we  came  to  Elim  for  the  service  of  disciple- 
ship.  Preparation  is  the  controlling  purpose  of  our  ma¬ 
triculation,  and  the  love  of  God  is  the  constant  reality  in 
which  we  live  and  grow.  His  ultimate  desire  is  to  fashion 
holy  vessels  to  manifest  His  glory.  Thus,  Elim  becomes  a 
melting  pot  for  the  grace  of  God  to  purify  our  hearts.  As 
a  patient  Refiner  and  Master  Craftsman,  the  Lord  re¬ 
moves  the  dross  and  moulds  us  into  His  image,  perfecting 
us  “unto  every  good  work”. 

While  undergoing  such  divine  surgery,  we  rest  our  souls 
in  His  unchanging  love.  Sometimes  His  scalpel  cuts  deep, 
making  us  squirm,  but  we  are  confident  that  “all  things 
work  together  for  good”.  We  learn  to  respond  to  His  deal¬ 
ings  as  obedient  children,  giving  thanks  to  the  Father  in 
all  things.

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Bound  for  Africa,  our  beloved  teacher,  counselor,  and 
dean  of  men  will  be  leaving  the  Elim  campus  at  the  close 
of  this  school  year  to  serve  the  Lord  for  a  third  term  on 
the  mission  field.  After  graduating  from  Elim,  class  of 
1956,  “Brother  Jo”  pioneered  the  Calvary  Gospel  Church 
of  Meshoppen,  Pennsylvania.  Then  he  left  for  the  mission 
field  with  his  wife  Gloria,  also  an  Elim  grad  of  1956,  to 
labor  in  Kenya,  Africa,  for  ten  years.  Working  with  the 
All  Nations  Gospel  Church,  he  established  it  as  an  evan¬ 
gelistic  center,  co-founded  the  Nairobi  Pentecostal  Bible 
College,  and  ministered  to  the  hearts  of  hungry  Africans. 
Since  1969  he  has  given  his  very  soul  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  Elim  student  body.  Beside  working 
on  a  degree  in  African  history,  and  teaching  classes  here 
at  Elim,  he  keeps  busy  helping  the  student  council  and 
counseling  us  on  all  our  various  problems  and  hang-ups. 
Brother  Johansson  has  been  a  strong  pillar  in  the  Elim 
fellowship  and  we  are  deeply  sorry  to  see  him  leave.  Yet 
we  rejoice  with  him  for  the  call  of  God  and  the  burning 
desire  of  his  heart  is  for  the  African  people.  God  has  just 
recently  opened  the  door  to  Ethiopia  and  we  are  believ¬ 
ing  with  our  brother  that  He  is  confirming  His  Word  that 
“Ethiopia  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God.” 
Psalm  68:31.

“The  calling  of  God  is  not  necessarily  to  be  a  minister  or 
a  missionary,  but  the  call  of  God  for  you  is  unto  God 
Himself,  first  of  all.  Elim  is  for  your  preparation  to  fulfill 
that  call.”  This  statement  made  by  Elim’s  founder,  Ivan 
Q.  Spencer,  to  his  beloved  students  provides  the  key  to 
the  dedication  of  his  entire  life. 

In  1923  God  placed  the  vision  for  the  training  of  young 
people  for  the  last  hour  ministry  in  Ivan  Q.  Spencer’s 
heart.  Since  then,  the  late  Bro.  Spencer  watched  Elim 
change  from  glory  to  glory  —  and  from  Endwell,  N. Y.  to 
Red  Creek  to  Hornell. 

A  fresh  tide  of  revival  caused  Elim  again  to  outgrow  its 
facilities  and  in  1951  the  Elim  family  moved  to  its  pres¬ 
ent  campus  at  Lima,  N. Y.  —  which  was  formerly  the 
Genesee  Wesleyan  Seminary  dating  back  to  1832  in  the 
days  of  the  great  Finney  Revivals  in  that  area.  It  was 
most  appropriate  that  “Dad”  Spencer’s  dedication  to 
“revival”  ministry  and  training  be  continued  in  such  a 
setting. 

In  1969  and  1970  God  spoke  to  Elim’s  founder  concern¬ 
ing  the  revival  we  are  now  experiencing.  During  the  last 
months  of  his  life,  “Dad”  Spencer  again  felt  the  burden 
of  the  Lord  to  expand.  Marveling  at  the  faithfulness  of 
God  who  caused  His  servant,  Ivan  Q.  Spencer,  to  view 
so  clearly  what  was  ahead,  Elim  built . . .

After  dinner  we 
meet  for  prayer  in  the  Blue  Room  and  then  off  to  Man¬ 
hattan.  With  the  two-edged  sword  in  our  hand  and  the 
Four  Spiritual  Laws  in  our  mouth,  we  dare  to  lead  a  soul 
to  Christ.  In  the  darkness  of  Greenwich  Village,  we  pre¬ 
sent  Christ,  the  light  of  the  world  and  in  the  East  Side 
we  challenge  the  existentialists  with  the  existential  reality 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Staten  Island  Ferry  gives  us  a  time 
to  relax  and  sing  the  praises  of  God  to  a  captive  audience. 
And  in  Times  Square,  we  have  an  open-air  pulpit  to  de¬ 
liver  the  gospel  to  a  collective  congregation  of  drunks, 
prostitutes,  businessmen,  hippies,  and  tourists. 

After  an  eventful  evening  in  which  almost  anything  can 
happen,  we  pile  into  our  van  and  head  back  to  the  secur¬ 
ity  of  Dean  St.  —  home  away  from  home.

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PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


Dear  Fellow  Soldiers  —  All: 

Three  years  of  study,  self-discipline  and  develop¬ 
ment!  The  same  length  of  time  that  the  twelve  spent 
with  the  Master  and  that  the  converted  Saul  was  re¬ 
strained  in  Arabia  and  Damascus!  While  learning 
and  maturing  processes  continue  all  through  life,  God 
draws  aside  those  whom  He  chooses  for  a  period  of 
initial  development.  We  have  had  the  joyous  priv¬ 
ilege  to  share  this  time  with  you  at  Elim. 

While  thinking  of  you  and  your  coming  new  ven¬ 
tures  in  God,  I  was  reminded  of  Paul’s  words  in 
I  Corinthians  16:9  “For  a  great  door  and  effectual 
is  opened  unto  me,  and  there  are  many  adversaries.” 
The  door  to  your  three  years  at  Elim  is  about  to 
close  behind  you.  You  cannot  go  back  to  relive  them. 
What  you  have  obtained  in  God  or  failed  to  appro¬ 
priate  rests  between  you  and  God.  But  now  before 
you  there  are  open  doors  of  opportunity. 

There  is  the  open  door  into  the  Holiest.  The  Veil  is 
rent.  Access  is  yours.  The  Lord  invites:  “Draw  near 
with  a  true  heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith  ...”  Since 
we  are  commissioned  to  His  harvest,  we  would  be 
most  unwise  to  attempt  His  work  without  receiving 
His  approval  and  direction,  for  it  is  your  desire  “that 
He  might  be  glorified.” 

Paul  writing  to  the  church  in  Corinth  refers  also  to 
the  open  door  for  ministry  —  opportunities  for  ef¬ 
fectual  work  in  Ephesus  and  on  into  Macedonia: 
open  doors  that  made  future  planning  unwise.  What 
was  true  in  Paul’s  day  is  much  more  so  today. 
“There’s  never  been  a  day  like  this  day,”  with  the 
spiritual  vacuum  in  the  world  together  with  the 


awakening  which  is  so  evident.  Doors  in  every  direc¬ 
tion  are  swinging  open.  The  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  breaking  forth  on  the  right  hand  and  on 
the  left. 

But  there  are  never  open  doors  without  opposition. 
There  is  an  opportunity  in  every  difficulty  and  a  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  every  opportunity.  We  all  face  them.  How 
they  are  faced  explains  why  some  fail  (or  settle  for 
less)  and  others  succeed.  Some  hear  the  call,  respond 
with  an  “Amen!”  They  face  the  open  door  and  then 
discover  the  many  adversaries. 

Hesitation  comes  and  delay,  and  the  door  is  not  en¬ 
tered.  You  have  heard  the  Master’s  call  and  have 
felt  the  urge;  you  dare  not  succumb  to  adversaries, 
obstacles  and  difficulties. 

With  Bishop  Heber  we  raise  the  question  and  face 
the  open  doors: 

“Can  we,  whose  souls  are  lighted  with  wisdom 
from  on  high, 

Can  we  to  men  benighted  the  lamp  of  life  deny? 
Salvation!  Oh  salvation!  The  joyful  sound  pro¬ 
claim, 

Til  each  remotest  nation  has  learned  Messiah’s 
name. 

Conflicts  there  will  always  be.  The  Christian  service 
life  involves  conflict.  There  is  The  Gospel  that  chal¬ 
lenges  to  conflict.  Soldiers  arise!  Put  your  armor  on! 
“The  Lord  reigneth!” 

Let  us  join  Him  —  through  the  open  door  before 
us  —  “That  He  might  be  glorified”!
